|  Carter’s  decision  to  fight  inflation  with  an  austere 
sldget  that  cuts  some  domestic  social  programs 
viows  advice  from  his  political  pollster,  Patrick 
ilddell,  who  told  the  president-elect  in  1976  that  a 
i  ::ond  term  depended  on  substantial  support  from 
riddle-income  suburbanites  who  view  federal 
nnding  and  inflation  as  major  problems. 

At  the  same  time,  Carter  and  his  chief  political 
utenant.

I  ii  Carter  says  his  cuts  will  fall  hardest  on  people  who 


are  not  in  desperate  need.  For  example,  he  says  sub¬ 
sidies  for  school  lunches  will  be  reduced  for  children 
of  middle-and  upper-income  families. 

He  said  his  budget  includes  $4.5  billion  more  for 
the  poor,  with  increases  in  programs  such  as  food 
stamps,  Medicaid,  subsidized  housing,  education, 
urban  grants,  and  helping  to  provide,  food  for  under¬ 
privileged  women  and  children. 

The  budget  includes  $6.9  billion  for  revenue  shar¬ 
ing,  for  state  and  local  governments,  but  officials  said 
no  decision  has  been  made  about  continuing  the 
program  after  1980. 

However,  Carter  is  scaling  back  the  urban  policy 
intiatives  he  proposed  last  March.  While  spending 
for  existing  housing  subsidies  would  rise  because  of 
previous  commitments,  the  administration  seeks  to 
provide  fewer  new  subsidized  units  than  in  1979. 

Also,  perhaps  more  importantly,  inflation  accounts 
for  all  but(  seven-tenths  of  one  percent  of  the  $4.5 
billion  increase.  Reductions  in  just  one  other  program 
not  counted  in  that  total  —  a.  $535  million  cut  in 
public  service  jobs  for  the  unemployed  —  more  than 
offsets  even  that  0.7  percent  boost. 

Mayors,  black  leaders  and  labor  officials  already 
have  warned  that  the  nation’s  poor  cannot  afford  to 
sacrifice  their  share  of  the  budget  pie. 

In  his  budget,  Carter  increased ,  the  defense 
spending  $10.8  billion  to  $122.7  billion,  in  line  with  a 
commitment  to  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organiza¬ 
tion. 

For  space  programs,  Carter  proposed  a  12  percent 


increase  to  $7.9  billion,  saying  the  new  space  shuttle 
should  fly  within  a  year. 

He  also  proposed  increased  spending  for  some 
health  programs,  like  one  to  extend  health  services  to 
2  million  more  low-income  children  and  pregnant 
women.  Carter  calls  this  a  first  step  toward  a  national 
health  insurance  program  it  will  propose  this  year. 
Bflt  he  requested  no  spending  in  fiscal  1980. 

Among  other  winners  in  Carter’s  budget  were: 
foreign  economic  aid,  up  25.4  percent  to  $6.4  billion; 
ACTION,  the  federal  volunteer  agency  under  recent 
criticism  from  Republicans,  up  18  percent  to  $275 
million;  solar  energy,  up  26  percent  to  $804  million; 
and  the  Jobs  Corps,  up  from  36,000  youths  to  44,000. 

The  total  $532  billion  budget  is  a  7.7  percent  in¬ 
crease  from  the  $493  billion  budget  in  the  fiscal  year 
that  ends  this  October. 

However,  Carter  said  it  “provides  for  about  the 
same  level  of  real  federal  activity.” 

Among  cuts  in  the  Carter  budget: 

— About  160,000  adult  public  service  jobs  and  250,- 
000  summer  youth  jobs  will  be  eliminated.  However, 
the  administration  v^ill  allow  tax  cuts  to  encourage 
businesses  to  hire  young  people. 

— Passenger  train  service  will  be  curtailed  in  many 
parts  of  the  country. 

— Less  money  will  be  spent  on  Indian  affairs  and 
construction  at  national  parks  and  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service. 

— Energy  budget  cuts  are  planned  because  of 
delays  in  building  up  a  Strategic  Petroleum  Reserve. 


Bill  defines  fetus  homicide 


Utah  Right-to-Life  President  Jan 
Carroll  presented  a  spray  of  red  roses 
to  both  houses  of  the  legislature.  In 
brief  remarks,  she  reminded  law¬ 
makers  that  the  Utah  Legislature  ac¬ 
ted  quickly  following  the  Supreme 
Court’s  1973  decision  by  calling  for  a 
constitutional  amendment  prohibiting 
abortions. 

Mrs.  Carroll  said  in  an  interview  af¬ 
ter  her  presentation  in  the  house  that 
Right-to-Life  hopes  several  significant 
pieces  of  legislation  will  be  passed  dur¬ 
ing  the  current  session  of  the 
legislature. 


Singer  buried; 
labeled  'martyr' 


impassioned  eulogy  for  the  48-year-old 
excommunicated  Mormon,  and  his 
oldest  daughter  Heidi  sang  a  solo, 
“Redeemer  of  Israel.”  Following  the 
service,  Mrs.  Singer  and  the 
polygamist’s  second  wife  Shirley  Black 
exited  hand-in-hand. 

In  the  eulogy,  Harald  said  John  was 
“felled  by  an  assassin’s  bullet.  My 
brother,  in  my  opinion,  was  mur¬ 
dered.”  The  statement  brought  a  mur¬ 
mur  of  “Amen”  from  the  congregation. 

Relating  a  visit  to  the  governor  in 
which  he  pled  with  him  to  “ignore” 
John’s  violation  of  the  law,  Harald  said 
he  warned  the  governor  “if  you  go  after 
him  again,  you  will  create  a  martyr.” 

“My  brother  would  never  under  any 
circumstances  fire  the  first  shot,”  he 
said.  “I  discussed  this  with  him.”  John 
had  told  him,  he  said,  that  God  had 
given  them  special  promises.  “If  we 
become  the  aggressor,  these  promises 
are  null  and  void.” 

Using  quotes  from  Mormon  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  and  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  Sec.  98,  Harald  said  the 
polygamist  was  not  a  law  breaker. 
“John  never  in  his  life  rebelled  against 
the  law  God  revealed,”  he  said.  “Here 
the  Lord  has  given  us  the  keys  of  our 
relationship  to  the  laws  of  the  land.  If 
the  law  becomes  not  just  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Lord,  what  must  your  reaction 
be?” 

Harald  compared  his  brother’s  death 
to  that  of  Joseph  Smith,  “who  met  a 
likewise  fate  at 'the  hands  of  the  civil 
authorities.” 

“As  early  as  April  1978,  he  knew  the 
final  outcome  of  his  death,  almost  to 
the  day,”  said  Harald.  “When  he  and 
Shirley  were  going  to  get  married,  she 
said,  ‘Why  can’t  we  wait  six  months?’ 
He  said,  ‘It  will  be  too  late.’  In  six 
months  and  one  day,  he  was  dead.” 

Harald  condemned  threats  made 
against  law  enforcement  agencies 
following  the  shooting.  “John  never 
under  any  circumstances  would  have 
condoned  the  expression  of  hatred 
against  the  civil  authorities  of  this 
state,”  he  said. 

Referring  to  the  land  the  Singers 
lived  on  but  did  not  have  clear  title  to, 
Harald  said  John  had  “redeemed  it 
with  his  blood.” 

He  added  that  anyone  who  tried  to 
question  the  Singer  family’s  right  to 
the  land  would  have  the  curses  of  the 
slayers  of  Joseph  Smith  on  his  head. 

At  the  graveside  service,  held  in  bit¬ 
terly  cold  weather  in  the  Marion 
cemetery,  Harald  prayed  for  the 
grave’s  protection  against  anyone  who 
would  try  to  molest  it,  saying  they 
would  be  cursed  if  they  disturbed  it.

Judd,  D-Ogden,  said  the  bill  would 
give  a  fetus  the  legal  status  of  a  human 
being.  He  said  he  did  not  believe  the 
bill  would  conflict  with  Supreme  Court 
rulings  on  abortion. 

Rep.  Gary  Brockbank,  R-Salt  Lake, 
tried  unsuccessfully  to  amend  the 
language  of  the  bill.  He  wanted  to  used 
the  phrase  “unborn  child”  instead  of 
“fetus.” 

He  said  there  is  considerable  con¬ 
troversy  over  when  a  fetus  becomes  a 
human  .being.  The  Salt  Lake  Jewish 
community  had  opposed  the  bill  on 


similar  grounds,  saying  that  under 
Jewish  law  a  fetus  does  not  become  a 
human  being  until  it  passes  half-way 
down  the  birth  canal. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  lawmakers,  the 
Congregation  Kol  Ami  said  the  bill 
would  amount  to  religious  discrimina¬ 
tion  because  it  makes  a  fetus  a  human 
being  from  the  momept  of  conception. 

Representatives  also  passed  a  resolu¬ 
tion  asking  the  governor  to  declare  it 
“Respect  for  Life  Week”  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  anniversary  of  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  decision  six  years  ago 
allowing  legal  abortions. 


“It  thrills  my  soul  to  be  a  part  of  this 
whole  thing.  I  am  very  joyful,  I’m  not 
sorrowful,”  declared  Vickie  Singer  as 
she  stood  at  her  husband  John’s 
Marion  gravesite  after  his  funeral 
Monday.

Crane  bound  over 
in  student  murder

A  Provo  judge  ruled  Monday  that 
there  was  “sufficient  cause”  to  bind 
over  former  BYU  student  Kelvin  J. 
Crane,  25,  in  the  shotgun  murder  of  a 
BYU  student. 

Judge  J.  Gordon  Knudsen  of  the 
Eighth  Circuit  Court  ordered  in  a 
preliminary  hearing  that  Crane  be  held 
in  jail  until  his  trial  Feb.  2  for  second 
degree  murder  in  Fourth  District 
Court,  or  released  on  bail. 

Crane  is  accused  of  murdering  his 
roommate,  BYU  sociology  major  Jon 
Bruce  Deardeuff,  23.  Deardeuff  was 
shot  twice  with  a  shotgun  at  approx¬ 
imately  1  a.m.  on  Jan.  11  while  he  was 
apparently  asleep  in  his  bed.  Both  men 
lived  at  561  E.  400  North.  He  was 
pronounced  dead  at  the  scene, 

“We  plan  to  plead  not  guilty  by 
reason  of  insanity,”  Ivan  E.  Lawrence, 
Crane’s  defense  attorney,  said.  “He 
has  a  documented  history  of  mental  il¬ 
lness  for  more  than  ten  years.” 

In  an  interview  after  the  hearing, 
Lawrence  said  the  'trial  judge  will 
probably  appoint  doctors  to  judge  if 
Crane  is  sane  or  not. 

In  an  attempt  to  link  Crane  to  the 
killing,  Michael  Esplin,  deputy  district 
attorney,  called  four  witnesses:  the 
Provo  policeman  first  on  the  scene,  the 
Utah  State  Medical  Examiner, 
Crane’s  roommate,  and  a  Provo  detec¬ 
tive  involved  in  the  case. 

Crane,  dressed  in  a  black  T-shirt 
and  blue  jeans,  sat  quietly  at  the 
defense  table  with  his  arms  folded 
while  listening  to  the  witnesses. 

Officer  Tim  Meier  testified  that 
when  he  arrived  at  the  scene  he  found 
Crane  waiting  for  them,  and  Deardeuff 
dead  in  the  bedroom.  A  shotgun  was 
lying  on  the  couch,  and  the  apartment 
smelled  of  burnt  gunpowder,  he  said. 

Crane’s  other  roommate,  Richard 
Titus,  testified  that,  “They  didn’t  get 
along,  but  it  didn’t  come  to  blows. 
They  argued  a  lot.” 

Titus  was  asleep  at  the  time  of  the 
shooting  in  another  bedroom,  but  woke 
up  when  the  shot  was  fired. 

“The  thought  came  that  he  (Crane) 
had  shot  Bruce.  But  it  was  so  bizzare  I 
didn’t  even  consider  it,”  he  continued. 


“There  hasn’t  been  one  stick  of 
evidence  showing  the  defendant  pull¬ 
ing  the  trigger  of  a  gun,”  Lawrence 
said  in  his  closing  argument.  He  said 
the  state  failed  miserably  to  show  the 
defendant  committed  the  crime. 

Judge  Knudsen  disagreed,  citing  the 
circumstantial  evidence  presented  in 
the  trial.

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  A 
booby-trapped  automobile  packed 
with  explosives  blew  up  on  a  Beirut 
street  Monday,  ripping  a  passing 
station  wagon  to  shreds  and  killing 
eight  persons,  including  Ali  Hassan 
Salameh,  the  reputed  mastermind 
of  the  1972  Munich  Olympics 
massacre,  officials  said. 

The  explosion  killed  four  Palesti¬ 
nian  bodyguards  in  the  station 
wagon  with  him.  Shrapnel  and  fly¬ 
ing  glass  from  the  blast  killed  three 
Lebanese  pedestrians  and  wounded 
16  others.

Head  Football  coach  LaVell  Edwards  has  announ¬ 
ced  the  return  of  offensive  coordinator  Doug  Scovil  to 
the  BYU  coaching  staff.  , 

The  appointment  of  Scovil  fills  the  opening  created 
when  Wally  English  left  the  Cougars  for  a  position  on 
the  football  staff  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 
Scovil  was  the  master  mind  behind  BYU’s  passing  of¬ 
fense  during  the  1976-77  seasons  when  the  Cougars’ 


aerial  game  was  the  top  ranked  offense  in  the  nation. 

“We’re  really  happy  that  Doug  could  come  back,” 
said  Edwards.  “His  record  speaks  for  itself.” 

Edwards  said  the  Cougars’  offensive  coordinator 
would  be  on  the  job  today,  helping  with  the  winter 
recruiting  and  preparing  for  spring  football.  Scovil 
returns  to  BYU  after  spending  one  year  with  the 
Chicago  Bears  of  the  National  Football  League.

A  ready  friend 


Health  Center  does  job  well 


The  student  who  is  afflicted  by  the  Russian  flu  or  is 
depressed  because  aches  and  pains  keep  him  up  at 
night,  has  a  ready  friend  at  the  McDonald  Student 
Health  Center. 

The  health  center  came  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Cloyd  C.  Hofheins  in  1963. 

“We  really  didn’t  have  much  here  then,”  he  said. 
“There  was  no  staff  to  speak  of.  The  nurses  had  just 
left,  and  there  was  just  a  part-time  physician  who 
came  up  to  run  a  clinic  on  a  periodic  basis.” 

Since  that  time,  Hofheins  said,  the  health  center 
has  evolved  into  a  multi-service  area  designed  to 
•  create  a  place  that  will  meet  niost  of  the  medical 
needs  of  the  studentbody. 

Several  times  since  the  health  center  was  started, 
plans  have  been  made  to  expand  its  space  and 
facilities.  At  various  times  it  was  thought  that  a 
tower  could  be  added  at  either  end  of  the  building  or 
a  third  floor  constructed.  Both  plans  were  abandoned 
as  financially  and  structurally  unfeasible,  said  Glen 
C.  Roundy,  assistant  director. 

Present  facilities  include  a  general  clinic  staffed  by 
general  and  nurse  practitioners  who  have  been 
trained  in  the  college  health  field. 

There  are  also  specialists  who  conduct  regular 
clinics,  Roundy  said. 


Health  center  facilities  also  include  a  pharmacy, 
an  X-ray  department,  and  a  physical  therapy  depart¬ 
ment  that  is  well  staffed  and  equipped,  although  in¬ 
adequately  housed,  Hofheins  said. 

In  addition,  an  emergency  clinic  is  staffed  24  hours 
a  day  to  insure  the  student  of  constant  medical  help. 

The  emergency  room  is  busiest  in  the  evenings  and 
on  weekends,  said  Donna  Kimball,  inservice  director 
for  the  center.  “If  a  student  feels  he  will  need  to  come 
to  the  health  center  for  emergency  treatment,  and  he 
is  able  to  come  in  during  the  less  busy  daytime  hours, 
he  should  do  so.  It  will  insure  him  quicker  service  and 
treatment,”  she  said. 

“A  good  part  of  the  complaints  we  receive  are 
created  by  misunderstanding,”  Roundy  said.  “The 
people  involved  don’t  think  to  ask  ‘Is  this  what  you 
mean?  Because  this  is  what  I  understand.’  ” 

Roundy,  who  said  he  thinks  of  himself  as  a 
sounding  board  for  student  problems,  said  his  door 
“is  always  open.  If  you  have  problems,  I  would  prefer 
that  you  would  come  back  and  talk  with  us.” 

“One  thing  that  I  would  convey  seriously  and 
honestly,”  Roundy  added,  “is  that  from  my 
standpoint,  and  I  think  I  can  speak  for  the  staff,  we 
want  to  be  of  service  to  the  students.,  We’re  not  going 
to  solve  all  the  problems.  I  can’t  tell  them  we  will, 
but  I  want  them  to  know  that  we  want  to  be  their 
friend.”
